Soils that are moderately to 
strongly acid should receive applica- 
tions of agricultural lime based on an 
estimate of their specific require- 
ments made from actual chemical 
tests. Following the application of 
lime, soil tests should be made at in- 
tervals to determine the effectiveness 
of the treatment in changing the soil 
reaction. 

Soils that are already neutral or 
alkaline normally do not require 
lime, Applying lime to such soils is 
not economical and may also bring 
about over-liming injury caused by 
excessive calcium in the soil. This 
condition has been found to cause in- 
terference with the availability of 
phosphorus, iron, boron and mangan- 
ese, 

For the reduction of a moderate to 
strongly alkaline reaction which vor f 
be unfavourable to special crops suc 
as potatoes, the application of sul- 
phur has been used successfully, Sul- 
phur changes the reaction of the soil, 
in the plant root zone at least, over 
into the acid range. 

It is important to understand that 
soil reaction varies markedly from 
farm to farm, and that the use of 
lime, marl, sulphur or other amend- 
ments to adjust the reaction should 
be based on actual chemical tests of 
the soil, 

Minerals Must Be Replenished 

The problem of maintaining an 
adequate supply of available minerals 
in the soil is as important, alternate- 
ly, as the factors of erosion control, 
the adjustment of reaction, and the 
maintenance of organic matter and 
nitrogen, Soils and crops may have 
a “hidden hunger” for minerals un- 
less special care is taken to feed the 
soil according to its needs, 

In addition to nitrogen, the soil 
must supply for normal plant growth 
phosphorus, potassium, calcium, mag- 
nesium, iron, sulphur, boron, manga- 
nese, copper, zinc, and probably mo- 
lybdenum, in proper balance and con- 
centration. Some of these are re- 
quired in large amounts, some in 
only moderate concentrations, and a 
few only in traces. 

The natural supply of these essen- 
tial mineral nutrients in soils varies 
widely from place to place. Gener- 
ally speaking, only a relatively small 
proportion of the total supply is in 
readily available form for plant use. 
The effect of cropping and leaching 
in depleting the readily soluble and 
available minerals in a soil is some- 
thing like the discharging of a stor- 
age battery. Unless it is charged at 
sufficiently frequent intervals, it be- 
comes discharged or runs down, Un- 
less a soil is “recharged” with min- 


erals from time to time, it too be- 
comes “run-down”, 
Among the minerals most com- 


monly becoming deficient in cultivat- 
ed soils are phosphorus, potassium, 
calcium and rmnagnesium (in acid 
soils); and less commonly, boron and 
manganese. Phosphorus deficiency is 
of particular significance since this 
element is vital to the growth and 
reproduction of plants and animals. 
But deficiencies of any one or more 
of these nutrients leads to decreased 
yields, lowered resistance to disease,

Fertilizers Important 

Mineral deficiencies in our arable 
soils can be corrected only by the 
use of the proper fertilizer materials 
which have the needed nutrients in 
readily soluble forms, These are 
utilizable by both crop plants and 
micro-organisms in the soil, The role 
of commercial fertilizers is one of 
paramount importance in soil con- 
servation. We are only beginning 
to understand that ‘we feed the soil 
to feed the crop”, and that fertilizer 
requirements vary according to the 
needs of the soils on which crops are 
grown, 

Agricultural science is now finding 
that larger amounts of fertilizers per 
acre must be used than was once 
considered sufficient to correct exist- 
ing deficiencies, and maintain the 
fertility of our soils. By following 
balanced rotation of crops, maintain- 
ing organic matter and a good physi- 
cal condition, and the use of a suffi- 
cient amount of fertilizers of the 
right kind, crop yields have increas- 
ed up to three times those resulting 
from prevailing local farm practices, 

Contrary to some opinions, com- 
mercial fertilizers do not “burn out” 
the soil. Only ignorance of their 
proper use leads to such faulty con- 
clusions, Commercial fertilizers alone 
are not the panacea for all the ills 
of unproductive soils but they are 
vitally essential partners with or- 
ganic matter, lime, manure, and good 
tillage, in making poor soils better, 
and in keeping good soils well, 

Soil Testing Is 
Substitute For Guesswork 

Properly made tests on representa- 
tive samples of soil are a valuable 
aid in calculating the reaction, or- 
ganic matter, lime, and fertilizer re- 
quirements of soils. Thousands of 
farmers, fruit growers, canning crop 
growers, truck and vegetable garden- 
ers have discovered the usefulness of 
the soil testing and advisory service. 
Periodic check-ups on the fertility 
status of a field or farm take the 
guesswork out of the purchase and 
use of the correct fertilizers, and 
warn the farmer of hidden deficien- 
cies he might not otherwise detect. 
Putting SoifConservation Into Action 

The ultimate job of getting better 
Soil conservation practices into effect 
on. our agricultural soils must be 
done by the owners and the. tenants 
of the farms themselves. Thus the 
individual farm is the most impor- 
tant unit with which we must work 
in planning for a 8o0il conservation 
program, and no general formula can 
be written to fit the needs of all the 
75,000 farms across Canada. 

To encourage farmers to under- 
vation programs 
means that an 
service for surveying, planning, and 
directing the initiation of the conser- 
vation plan should be provided. This 
has been done, for instance, in con- 
nection with farm drainage surveys 


on their 


surveys and soil conservation surveys 
together under one direction, and 
staff this service with qualified soilS 
and drainage specialists and soil 
conservationists, 

The Department of Agriculture in 
Ottawa has in its extension services 
the ready-made machinery for un- 
dertaking local community, township, 
and county educational programs. 
The agricultural college and experi- 
mental stations have the laboratory 
facilities, or can provide them, for 
the soil testing service which should 
be an important feature of the plan, 
Proper organization of these forces 
would allow soil conservation advis- 
ers to go right out onto the farm in 
personal contact with the farmer 
where his problems can be dealt with 
at first hand. 

In some areas organizational plans 
of this type have been developed. 
The most recent group to consider 
the problem has been the Ontario 
Crop Improvement Association, In a 
meeting in Toronto in February, this 
organization decided to organize and 
give leadership to county soil conser- 
vation programs which are practical 
and within the scope and means of

Other Canadian organizations are 
stressing the need for concerted ac- 
tion, In an address to the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture in Saska- 
toon in January, Dr. R. D. Sinclair 
of Edmonton, president of the Agri- 
cultural Institute of Canada, called 
upon the government to institute a 
program for the conservation of 
Canada’s land and water resources 
since the wastage was now becoming 
a menace not only to the farmer but 
to the whole national economy. 


The Agricultural Institute recom- 


mended a basic plan of action which 
had already been presented to both 
federal and provincial authorities, It 
proposed the immediate establish- 
ment of a national policy on soil and 
water conservation and land use and 
the passage of necessary federal leg- 
islation, A national council estab- 
lished on a joint federal and provin- 
cial basis, working with the federal 
co-ordinator, would be given powers 
to implement programs across Can- 
ada, in accordance with the need, 

Among the points stressed by the 
Institute were the continuation and 
expansion of self-help plans for the 
individual farms which have proven 
to be economically sound. 

It can be clearly seen that if soil 
conservation is to accomplish its ob- 
jective—the general improvement of 
the productivity of Canadian soils— 
proper attention to individual farms 
is a fundamental necessity.

SWITZERLAND--World’s No. 1 Hideout 
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Exiled Royalty And Politicos Find Haven Among Alps

BERNE, Switzerland. — Tucked 
away in the mountain fastness of 
west-central Europe is this Alpine 
country of Switzerland, the modern 
mecca of tourists and political re-| 
fugees, 

Unblemished by the horrors of war, 
Switzerland has long played the role 
of mediator for warring powers as| 
well as the meeting post for those | 
countries which seek to operate 
through neutral powers. 

The reason for Switzerland's se- 
curity and vantage post can be read- 
ily seen by the tourist who stops off | 
for a visit during his tour of western 
Europe, 

Switzerland’s Alps make the land 
almost impregnable. Any army at- 
tacking the land would lose thous- 
| ands upon thousands of men attempt- 
ing to cross well fortified mountain 
| passes. 

For almost 100 years, Switzerland 
has not felt the burden of a poten- 
tial invading force. Consequently 
the Swiss have been able to develop 
their resources to the fullest. One 
|development has been the establish- 
ment of the land as a refuge for 
political prisoners. 

Europe's displaced royalty have al- 
ways found the Alpine borders a 
means of refuge. Today, two kings 
and two ex-kings and an ex-queen 
have permanent residences there and 
hosts of lesser nobility along with 
hundreds of minor political figures 
can be found in Switzerland.

Besides royalty and political refu- 
gees, Switzerland has attracted a 
host of visitors, During the post- 
war, Switzerland was, and still is, in 
a position to give the visitor more 
comforts than can be found any-| 
where in Europe. 

The Swiss have electrified their 
state-owned railroads into perhaps 
the best operated system on the con- 
tinent. Hotels, too, are maintained 
at an exceptionally high plane. 

Those hotels, incidentally, offer | 
many a Canadian an opportunity to) 
try out his high school French, Ital- 
ian or German, The tourist who 
poses his inqniry, at the room clerk, 
in any of those three languages may 
get his answer back in perfect Eng- 
lish, 

Hotel management and operation 
is one of the occupations carrying | 
much “prestige”. To become a min- 
or executive, or even the man behind 
the greeting desk in a Swiss hotel, 
the employee must know English 
well along with Switzerland’s three 
accepted languages. 

Because of its location in western 
Europe, Switzerland's 25 canton, | 
which correspond to the U.S., have | 
decided differences in custom and 
language.

Switzerland a -visiting spot, English, 
too, has become a “must” for hotel, 
business and commercial-minded na- 
tives, 

To assure the continued high 
standards of their hotel industry, the 
Swiss have organized the Profession- 
al School of the Swiss Hotel Keepers 
association where a rigid curriculum 
has been ‘established to maintain 
“the fascinating, but difficult trade of 
hotel keeping according to efficient | 
and well-tried methods.” 

Politically, Switzerland has been a 
beacon light of peace, The nations 
of the world recognized that factor 
when, after World War I, they es- 
tablished the League of Nations’ 
headquarters in beautiful Geneva, 

Since the last war, Switzerland 
maintained its role of peace and also 
served as the focal point where ne- 
gotiations of peace were carried out 
between the Allies and some sur-/ 
rendering Italian and German arm-| 
ies. 

Although the Swiss may show ten-| 
dencies toward communal quarrels, |

grow if the weather is cold. Of 
course, where seed is sown, vr roots 
or tubers used, these are protected 
juntil the plants get above ground. 
Potatoes, gladioli and dahlias, for in- 
stance, are all pretty tender, but be- 


cause it takes at least several days, 
and sometimes a week or so before 
the sprouts appear above ground, 
they have that extra protection and 
can go in a little while before danger 
of the last light frost. With started 
plants such as cabbage, tomatoes, 
peppers and scores of other flowers, 
however, hold until the weather 
turns warm or, if one simply cannot 
wait, then be prepared to protect 


against frost with some light cover 
at night, 

An important line in the tender 
category are members of the vine 
family — cucumbers, melons, squash, 
citron, ete, These should not be 


planted until the soil, as well as the 
air, is warm and they require special 
care Light, very rich soil is best 
for them and if that is not available 
it is best to loosen clay with plenty 
of strawy material. They are best 
planted in hills, 
Keep Planting Vegetables 

Too much stress cannot be laid on 
continuous planting of the standard 
vegetables like lettuce, radish, beans, 
carrots, beets, corn, etc. These taste 
much better when they just begin to 
reach proper maturity, Beans, let- 
tuce, corn and such things begin to 
get tough if left too long. In most 
parts of Canada it is quite possible 
to keep planting many vegetables 
right up to mid-July, 
Short Cuts 

The experienced gardener knows 
many short cuts to hurry growth 
along. In dry weather he will, if at 
all possible, soak the garden once a 
week, Where no hose is available he 
will have things like lettuce, toma- 
toes and beans close to the house or 
pump so that they can be watered 
with the minimum of inconvenience. 
He also knows that weeds are mois- 
ture-robbers and these he will keep 
removed so that the vegetables want- 
ed get all the moisture that nature 
provides. A weekly cultivation equals 
a shower because it tends to con- 
serve moisture and a small dose of 
commercial fertilizer is equivalent to 
another, 


Helpful Hints 


If you fry foods frequently, a fry- 
ing basket that fits into a deep iron 
or aluminum pan is a good invest- 
ment. Do not crowd the basket in 
frying.

NEWFOUNDLAND NOW 
CANADA'S TENTH PROVINCE 


Simple but fitting ceremonies in 
Ottawa and St. John’s marked the 
change of Canada from a country 
of nine provinces to one of ten 
when Newfoundland officially ent 
ered Confederation. 

Some consequences of the union: 
about 350,000 Newfoundlanders are 
now Canadian citizens; they will be 
represented in the parliament of 
Canada by seven members of the 
House of Commons and six Sena- 
tors; they are already represented 


in the Cabinet by a Minister, Hon. 
Gordon Bradley, Secretary of State. 

Parliament approved federal ex- 
penditures in Newfoundland this 
year of more than $55,000,000. Since 
April 1, Newfoundlanders have 
been paying taxes to the federal 
government on the same basis as 
other Canadians. 

Here are just a few items which 
show the way the entry of New- 
foundland affects the treasury of 
Canada and at the same time dis- 
tributes new purchasing power to 
individuals in Newfoundland. Pay-

Locke To Compete 
In Canadian Open 
Golf Championship 


Now that it’s official that Bobby 
Locke will be on hand as a star at- 
traction at the Canadian Open Golf 
Championship in June, Royal Cana- 
dian Golf Association officials are 
gleefully speculating on just which 
other golfing greats will compete for 
the Seagram Gold Cup and the $10,- 
000 prize money put up by its donors, 

All-in-all, it looks like a banner 
year for the Open. Locke alone 
would practically assure that, be- 
cause the event is in Toronto this 
year and Toronto went overboard 
for Locke when he took Canadian 
honors there two years ago, In ad- 
dition, this year’s Open—June 22 to 
25 over the Toronto St. George 
course—falls right into the U.S. Gold 
Trail circuit, which almost automa- 
tically means a strong entry of top- 
flight U.S. “name” players in addi- 
tion to a large list of Canadians. 

Locke already has one Canadian 
Open record to his credit. When he 
took top honors at Toronto Scarboro 
two summers ago, he completed the 
72-hole event in 268 strokes—16 
strokes below par and the lowest 
score ever put together in Seagram 
Gold Cup competition. He did not 
defend his Canadian title a year ago 
because the Open then came late in 
the season at Vancouver and he had 
already returned to his native Sout! 
Africa, : 

Instead, the Cup and top prize 
money went to Chuck Congdon of 
Tacoma, Wash., a winner who doesn’t 
like to participate in tournaments 
too far removed from his home 
course, Congdon announced after 
presentation of the Seagram Gold 
Cup in Vancouver last September 
that he didn’t intend to defend the 
mug this year. His winning score 
was 280.
